“For France, wHo Js already bound 
by the Franco-Sovict pact, this new 
and propitious agreement will slgnify 
the ‘consolldation of her system of 
security, and will be a valuable 
instrument for the maintenance of 
peace,” 


The newspnper correspondent says 
that_England_has_ been. convinceed_of. 
the necessity of a tri-partite asslst- 
ance pact on the basis formulated by 
the French Government and which Is 
acceptable to Russia. French obliga- 
tlons will not be extended by such 
n pact, but will serve to have them 
shared by Britain. . 


Now Polish Pact 


It is also stated by the “Paris Soir” 
that. on agreement will be concluded 
this week with Poland, defining the 
reciprocal obligations of Poland ‘ond 
France within the framework of the 
new tri-partite pact. In this case 
England and Poland would assume

tracy yesterday into the death of on 


unknown ‘Chinese, aged nbout 
who was killed when*he was knock- 
ed down by a tram in Johnston Road, 
near Hennessy Rond, Wanchai, on 
Moy 6. A finding of, death from 
misadventure was retutned.  * 

Sgt. Campbell sald he searched 
the body of the man, but was un- 
able to find anything which might 
fdentify him.

Mr. J. KK, Leghorn, workshops 
superintendent, Hongkong Tramways 
sald he tested the brakes ‘of the 
tramear on May 7, and found, them 
to be in yfood working order. 

Mr. J. H. Simmons, traffic Inspec- 
tor, Hongkong Tramways, satd he 
wns standing on the north side of 
Johnston Road when he heard the 
clanging of a tramear’s bell, sound= 
Ing continuously, about 7.50 p.m. on 
May 6, He saw the tramcor round- 
Ing the curve on the west-bound 
tram track by the Kwong Sang 
Hong perfumery factory and noticed 
a man, apparently blind, as, he was 
feeling his way across the road with 
the ald of,a stick, crossing the tracks 
{rdm the north side of the road to 
the south. . : 

The trarn was about 15 to 20 feet 
from the man when the bell was 
rung, and the blind man was almost 
across the westbound track. At the 
sound of the bell, the man stepped 
back two paces, and the tram had 
by then reached him, and knocked 
him down. 

. Replying to the Coroner, Mr. Sim- 
mons sald he esimated the car's 
speed to” be about five ~miles~~ per 
hour. ‘Trams usually cut off their 
power when rounding curves and

when about to draw up: at a_ stop, 
he said, From sounds he heard, and 
the action of the motorman, he 
formed the opinion that the motor- 
man had promptly opplicd the emer- 
gency brakes before the man was 
knocked down. 

Tam Yee-lkong, clerk, passenger 
on the tramear, sald he -noticed the 
blind man: walking across the road, 
He next. heard the car's bell’ clang- 
Ing loudly and the tram jolted and 
came to a sudden stop. . 

The motorman, Lo Kuen, said he 
nad fourteen years’ driving experl-, 
ence. Ho notleed the blind man 
feeling his way across the tracks, 
and sounded his bell to hasten his 
progress, but instead of continuing, 
the man stepped backwards. 5 

“J applied the emergency brakes 
at once,” said Lo, “but the tram had 
reached the man by then and knock- 
ed him down.” 

Returning his finding, Mr. Forrest 
remarked. that there was no evidence 
of gross negligence, but he thought 
that the motorman had .made on 
error in judgment.

Mr. Todd 
disclosed that 69 successful prosecu- 
tions had been undertaken. during 
tho Jast twelve months for this type 
of offence, 


Mr. Todd's remarks were made in 
reply to questions by Mr, B. Wong 
Tape, who asked whether the Chalr- 
man was aware that nightsoil, in- 
stend of .being disposed of by au- 
thorised means, was sometimes 
dumped into open channels and 
washed down the drains, and whe- 
ther the Chairman would take steps 
to discover whether this was belng 
done and to prevent repetition, 


Mr, Todd sald: . 

The existence of 
dumping nightsoll Into open chan- 
nels, druins, scavenging-lanes, ctc., 
instead of conveying It to the con- 
servancy boats, {s well known to the 
Sanitary Department. All possible 
steps are taken to prevent this prac- 
tice.’ All officers: of the Sanitary 
Department, from {Inspectors ,down 
to scavenging coolics, have the 
power, which they are instructed to 
use, to arrest any person whom they 
see in the act of dumping nightsoil 
and to charge him at a Police Station. 
Police Officers, of course, have simt~ 
lar powers. . :

German Playwright 
Victim Of Progrom 


: . New York, May 22. 
The Metropolitan Police to-day 
reported. that Ernst Toller, the re- 
volutionary playwright; whom the 
Nazis deported from Germany, hang- 
ed himself. in hts hotel sulle Jost 
night.—United Press. 


Ernst’ Toller, the German drnmn- 
tist, won born near Bromberg in 
1893, the son of a well-to-do Jewish 
business man. He was studying at 
Grenoble when the war broke out, 
but at once joined a Bavarlan field 
artillery unit as a volunteer and 
then tried to transfer to more dan- 
yerous service in the infantry, but 
was snubbed by his officers and his 
enthusiasm soon gave. place to n 
strong feeling against war and mill- 
farism. 


In the second yeur of the War he 
was invallded ‘out and studied at 
Munich and Heidelberg where he 
took part In the conflict -over the 
pacifist Forster—a fact which involv- 
ed him in, trouble. Returning to 
Munich, he attached himself to Kurt 
Elsner and the proletarian movement 
and took part in demonstrations so 
that jn 1917 he was charged with 
treasons On the outbreak of the 
revolution he placed himself at the 
disposal of Elsner, but refused the 
post of People's: Commissary or 
chairman of the Central Revolutlon- 
sry Council. 


Only, after the murder of Eisner 
did, he begin to play a part. As 
second vhairman of the National 
Council he became one’ of the heads 
of the Sovict Republic, but his 
moderation soon earned him the 
hate’ of the extremists. He tore up 
nrrest. warrants, prevented death 
sentences and opposed the arming 
of the proletariat and the murder of 
hostages, but could not control 
the movement. Later a3 command- 
unt of the Red army at Dachau ‘he 
strove to prevent excesses. The 
Government troops eventually found 
his hiding place. He was tried and 
sentenced. to five years’ Imprison- 
ment for high treason, That he was 
not. shot was due to the interven- 
tion of well-known people of all 
rations, 

At Niederschonefeld where he was 
imprisoned swallows built outside 
the windows of his cell and he 
wrote "The Book of the Swallows.” 
The governor confiscated the muanus- 
cript, but he had another copy which 
was smuggled out und duly publish- 
ed, When his gaoler heard of this, 
he gave Toller a chance to escape 
in order that he might be “shot dur- 
ing_flight,"" but this scheme of re- 
venge fatled and -the order wi 
given to_destroy all the swallo 
nests on the’ building. 

Toller wrote several plays in pri- 
son, “Dic Wandlug,”" “Masse Mensch” 
nnd “Maschinen-Sturmer,” dealing 
with the Luddite rlots in England. 
It was first given by the Stage 
Saclety in London. In 1923 appear- 
ed “Der Deutsche Hinkemann,” an

tion with drawings by George Gross, 
and “Wotan Unbound,” and in 1025 
a puppet play. His dramas are 
given much oftener in England than 
in Germany; they have been trans- 
lated into English and Japanese. 
His comedy “Hullo, We're Alive” 
was produced in Berlin in 1917. 
His work for the stage is permeat- 
ed with the revolutionary -spirit and 
is often harsh and satirical, but with 
flashes of grim humour. rae

‘When Toller visited the United 
States in 1920, he was not allow- 
ed to land, but was ordered to re- 
main on board the steamer and was 
Inter taken to Elils Island. The 
ban was supposed to be duc to his 
nileged revolutionary activities and 
Communist views. “Why dig into 
my past?” he commented, ‘All men 
are now Radicals. I have written 
ten plays that have been translated 
into ali the Innguagea of modern 
culture and I have forsworn the 
poltical associntions brought up 
ngainst_ me.” * 
In 1933 ot .the time’ of. Hitler's 
accession to power. he happencd— 
fortunately for ‘himself—to be on a 
Jecture tour in Switzerland. His 
new play, “The Blind Goddess,” had 
just n produced with success at 
Vienna: and was about ‘to be. given 
‘in Berlin and Hamburg. Within two 
hours, of ‘the burning of the’ Relch- 
stag Nazi Storm Troops appeared at 
his flat, in Berlin . to arrest him.

Agency to the Lengue of Natlons, 
Dr. Goldmann, Issucd a statement 
yesterday - in which it_was stated 
tont-British policy. ..in_Palestine_ os 
indicated by the White Paper was 
devoid of any Jegal fouridation and 
was In contradiction with intcr- 
nationnl law. Realisation of this 
policy would be equivalent in prac- 
tice to abandonment of the British, 
mandate. Rake 

The statement went on to say that 
the Jews were resolvcd to combat 
British policy with oll the means at 


their disposal. The Jews could-not-|- 


recognise the British Government's 
right to. artificially limit Jewlsh im- 
migration into Palestine ‘during the 
rext Ove yenrs und at'the termina- 
tion of thnt period prevent it en- 
tirely. The Jewish Agency would 
continue its efforts to facilitate the 
entry of the grentest possible num- 
ber of Jews and would resolutely 
oppose any attempt to exclude Jews. 
from any part of Palestine. 

‘As for the new institutions to be 
created by the British Government 
{n order to prepare the way for the 
independence of Palestine, the’ state- 
ment asscricd that the Jewish popula- 
tlon would have nothing to do with 
them and that the legislative’ meo- 
rures enncted by such Institutions 
would not be respected by the Jews. 

The statement expressed the con- 
victlon that the new Britlsh policy 
in Palestine would be a failure and 
be defented by the unwavering re- 
sistance of the Jewish population, 
which formed one-third of the total 
number of inhabitants of Palestine 
and ,could, moreover, count on the 
support of world Jewry. c 

Ht concluded by saying that Jewlsh 
opposition to the policy as laid down 
In the White Paper must not be.In- 
terpreted os inspired by hostility to 
the British nation.. It was directed 
solely against the policy of- the pre- 
‘sent British Government which was 
disapproved by n large section. of 
British public opinion.—7'rans-Ocean,

Passengers aboard the P. and O.

Fired Two Shots ©

lowered a boat containing three 
ofMfcers anda number of ratings.

washed down the drains, and whe- 
ther the Chairman would take steps 
to discover whether this was being 
done and to prevent repetition. | 


Mr. Todd said: we 
_The existence of this practice of 
dumping nightsoll into open chan- 
nels, drains, scavenging-Janes, ctc., 
Instead of conveying it to the con- 
servancy boats, is well known to the 
Sanitary Department. All possible 
steps ure taken to prevent this prac- 
tlee. - All officers of the Sonitary 
Department, from inspectors down 
to scavenging .coolles, have the 
power, which they are Instructed to 
use, to arrest any person whom they 
see in the act of dumping nightsoil 
and to-charge him at a Police Station.

Detection Difficult 


The offence Is generally committed 
at night, which makes detection more 
dificult. When a complaint has 
been received or when for other rea- 
sons it is suspected that dumping ts 
being practised, night watches are 
kept by inspectors or foremen at the 
place concerned. When offenders are 
caught they are invariably charged; 
in other cases though no one Js 
caught the night-watch has the effect 
of causing the dumping to cease. 


During the last twelve months 69 
successful prosecutlons were under- 
taken in respect of this offence and 


- the offenders were - fined-or-sent - to 


prison in default of payment of the 
fine imposed, The chicf classca of 
offenders are the nightsoil coolies, 
who remove nightsoil from private 
houses, and ignorant persons from 
the country. a :

Yesterday came confirma- 
tion of the new military agreement 
between Great Britain, France and

As uo result of these. developments 
the world Is now exactly where it 
was twenty-five years ago. . 

The Triple Entente, which died with 
the Russian Revolution in 1917, Js 
alive again, 

The pre-war Central European 
Alliance, which collapsed when Italy 
tore up her treaty with Germany and 
Austria and came in on the side of 
the Allles, has been revived with the 
signing of the Italo-German Agrec- 
ment. . : ee: 

Not a few people believe that, if 
war comes to Europe, history will 
repeat itself as regards Italy's re- 
lotions with Germany. Mussolini 
has shown himself even less‘ a 
repecter of treaties: than his pre- 
decessors, na witness the fact that he 
broke his pledge to the League of 
Nations regarding Abyssinia, his 
pledge to the Non-Intervention Com- 
mittee regarding Spain, his pledge 
fo Britain regarding the status quo 
In’ the Mediterranean, and his pledge 
to Albania to protect the integrity of 
that unfortunate country. ‘ 

Austria to-day would, as Jn 1914, 
be Germany's ally since, as a part 
of the Greater Reich, she would have 
no cholee but to-go to war. Similarly, 
the dismembered. provinces of

German Playwright 
Victim Of Progrom 


New York, May 22, 
-. The Metropolitan Police to-day 
‘reported that Ernst Toller, the re- 
volutionary playwright, whom the 
Nazis deported from Germany, hank 
ed himself in his hotel sulte Inst 
night.—United Press, 


Ernst Toller, the German dramo- 

- tlat,. was born nehr Bromberg in 
1893, the son of a well-to-do Jewish 
businest man. He was studying at 
Grenoble when the war brok@ out, 
but at once joined a Bavarian field 
nrtiery unit. as a volunteer and 
then tried to transfer to~more don- 
Kerous service in the infantry, but 
was snubbed by his officers and his 
enthusiasm soon gave plnce ‘to n 
strong fecling against war and mi)i- 


* +tarism, 


Jn the second year of the War he 
was invallded ‘out and studied at 
Munich: and Heidelberg where he 
took part in the conflict over the 
pacifist Forster—ao fact which Involv- 
ed him in trouble. Returning to 
Munich, he attached himself to Kurt 
Elsner ond the proletarian movement 
nnd took part in demonstrations so 
that in 1017 he was charged with 
trenson, On the outbrenk of the 
revolution he placed himself at the 
«disposal of Elsner, but refused the 
post of People’s Commissary or 
chairman ofthe Central Revelution- 
nry Councll. 


Only after the murder of Elsner 
did he begin to: play oa part. As 
second chairman of the National 
Council he became one‘ of the heads 
of the Soviet: Republic, but his 
moderation soon earned him the 
hate of the extremists, He tore up 
arrest ‘warrants, prevented death 
sentences and opposed the arming 
of the proletariat and the murder of 
hostages, but could not control 
the, movement. Later as commnand- 
ant of the Red army at Dachau he 
strove to prevent excesses, The 
Government troops eventually found 
his hiding place, He was tried and 
sentenced to five years! imprison- 
ment for high treason,. That he was 
not shot was duc to the interven- 
tion of well-known people of all 
rations, : 

At Niederschonefeld where he was 
“imprisoned swallows built outside 
the windows ‘of his cell and he 
wrote "The Book of the Swallows.”

It was first given by the Stage 
Soclety in London, In 1923 appear- 
ed “Der Deutsche Hinkemann,” un 
epilogue to the war und the revolu- 
tion with drawings by George Gross, 
and “Wotan Unbound," and in 1025 
n puppet ploy. His dramas. are 
given much oftener in England than 
vin Germany: they have been trans- 
luted .into English and Japancse. 
His comedy “Hullo,, We're Alive” 
wns produced in Berlin in 1917, 
His work for the stage is permeat- 
ed with the revolutionary spirit and 
is often harsh and satirical, but with 
flashes of grim humour

Jewish 
Protest 
At Geneva 


: Geneva, May 23. 

The chief delegate of the Jewlsh 
Agency to the Lengue of Nations, 
Dr. Goldmann, Issticd oa statement 
yesterday in which it was stated 
that British policy in Palestine as 
Indicnted: by -the White Paper was 
devoid of ‘any le foundation and 
was in contradictlon with inter- 
national law, Realisotlon of this 
policy would be equivalent In_prac- 
tlee to’ nbundonment of the British 
mandate, 

The statement went on to say. that 
the Jews were resolved to combat 
British policy with all the means at 
their disposal, The Jews could not 
recognise. the Britlsh Government's 
right to artificially Hmit Jewish im- 
migration into Palestine during the 
next five years and ,at the termina- 
tion of that period’ prevent it en- 
tirely. The Jewlsh Agency would 
zontinue its efforts to facilitate the 
entry of the greatest possible num- 
ber of Jews and would resolutely 
oppose any attempt to, exclude Jews 


‘lfrom any part of Palestine. 


As for the new Institutions to be 
trented by the British Government 
in order to prepare the way for the 
independence of Palestine, the statc- 
ment asserted that the Jewish. popula- 
tlon would have nothing to do with 
them tnd that the legislative mea- 
rures enacted ‘by such Institutions 
would not be respected by the Jews. 

The statement expressed the con- 
viction that’ the new British policy 
in Palestine-would be a fallure and 
be defeated by the unwavering re- 
sistance of the Jewish population, 
which formed one-third of the total 
number of Inhabitants of Palestine 
ond could, moreover, count on the 
support. .of world Jewry. 

Mt concluded by saying that Jewish 
opposition to the policy as Inid down 
in the White Paper must not be in- 
terpreted ns inspired by hostility to 
the British natlon.

Cn Monday came the news of the 
signing of the Italo-German military 
nilance, Yesterday came confirma- 
ton of the new military agreement 
between Great Britain, France and 
Russla. . 

As a result of these ‘developments 
the world is now exactly where it 
was twenty-five years ago,

the Russian Revolution in 1017, is 
allve again.

“dominion to new lands beyond the 
senz, and duly sent his Royol- patent 
to Master John ‘Cabot, of Bristol City, 

Doubtless he had hoped that Henry 
would provide some of the cost of 
the expedition, but generosity was not 
the strong point of the English King,

T was probably in May of the 


five boats with John Cabot's flag- 
ship, the Matthew, left the Port of 
Bristol and, in the words of Kingsley’s 
song, “went sailing out into the West.” 
Bailing continually “with the North
